The day belore, the Erie
Reilrond Company likewise went to protest, oo like
acceptanced for floating debt; und at the same time,
the Michigan Central Company met with the same

These three roads, thas urited in & common oat-
astrophie, have had va:y little in common but their
embarrassments. The New York and Erie Rall
rosd Compacy has been practicslly insolvent for
years; and, bat for ap extravrdinary coincidence of
financial ekill and fortune, wounld have passed
out of the hands of the stockholders a few mont) s
after ‘the Schusler crifis. No person of good
Jjudgment bas belleved in it since then; and latterly
it* emibarrassments have been so notorious that its
fallure will take oo one by surprias,

Very different han been the character of the Mi-
chigan Oentrnl Company. Until withio a few
raguths, its character, a3 well in an industrial as &
Soancisl poiot of view, stood very high indeed. It
was vnderstood to be chicfly owned und controlled
by solid men io Boston ond the Wast, to whom the
idea of stock speculations never could present it-
self. It was ssid to be mansged not only with sci-
ence, snd economy, but also with integrity; railway
critics used it coustuntly ss the standsrd by which
to messure doubtful concerns. These merits were
reflected in its financial retarns; it paid ten per
cent dividends regularly, and its stock—which was
scarce—sold but a trifle under par in our warkels
snd thoge of Europe. Ruin, overtakiog such a
concern aad this, and in so Frightfolly sudden s man-
aer, will stagger the most resolute minde, and may
well warrant the boldest sce pticiem in e reference
to railway values,

The lllivois Central Company was the original
and the exemplar of another class of railways—the
land grant enterprises. Only a few years sioce, it
obtsined from Congress 2 500,000 acres of land—
in greot part avlected +y the company—in the State
of llliveis, With the dveda of this land in their
pocket, the company’s sgents went out to England,
and reised in round figures twenty millions—in va-
rious shapes and st various times—f{or the construce
tion of 700 miles of roud from Cairo, the southern
extremity of the Sute of Illinois to Chicago in the
N?sm. The road was buile. Part of the land was
sold,

Three years ago it appeared almost eertain that
thas the sales of the lind would io a very short
time pay the whole cost of the road, leaving to the
stocktiolders, free of cost, first the finest rallway in
the country; secondly, a balance of many hundreds
of thousands of acres of land. Assurealy thia was
an cuterprise which mwight command confidence;
the stock might well sell at a premium ranging
from 20 to 40, and be regarded as a security equal
in character to the best State stocks, in which the
widow and the orphan might safely invest their
little patrimony. For all this, it has failed. The
receipts from the sales of lsod have proved so in-
finitely small (most of the lands being sold on ered-
it, nt absurdly low rates of interest) as to be of no
acgount in ballinciug the loss on a long, unprofita-
ble reilway, running through an unhsbited section
of country. Couipluints of the absence of water
and wood op the company'’s land have been gener-
ally cireolated, and it is suid that settiers who have
lived oo it for three years buve found it cheaper to
abandon thbeir improvements snd move over into
Iows, thaoto complete the workthey had begun,
Mennwhile, the loss on the runping of the road,
and the eost of never-ending additions and repairs
have required the company to csrry a large float-
ing debt, which hes now supkthem st last,

It i= quite certain thet this beginvmng of suspen-
sions among the ruilways will be foilowed by other
catastrophes of a like pature as the erigis continues.
Many other great railways throughout the country
will probably fail this fell.

Betting aside the symwputhy which one may feel
for individual stockbolders who bave been duped
ioto investiog their saviogs in this way, it cannot
be disguised that the faflure of these principal rail
ways will be, both immedistely and ultimately, a
gain to the country at large. It is supposed that
the failures of railways which have alresdy oecurr-
ed will liberate; in the course of the pext thirty

dayc, full twelve millions of money, heretofore used
in ah.ving railway pEpri, as Oyeo W WL por CcOUL

per month, and which will pow be turned to good
accouut for the relief of the merchants. It is a real
blessing to get rid of sueh needy and fuch enor
:;uua borrowers as these rallway corporations have

il

Auvd furthermore, when the Erie Rsilroad, or
any other great entorprise of the like kiod, is
brought to the hammer and sold out, or foreclosed
upon by bondbolders,, it will pot copimand a price
much exeecding one-fourth or oune-third of its com-
monly reputed cost,

The Erie will probably be taken, for instance, sk
something like twelve 10 fourteensmillions of doly
lars, iustead of forty; the New York Central st the
same rate; and the other great roads in proportion.
At these prices, undir & sound mavsgement, we
shocld covsider railways about ms good iuveste
wenis as any in the country. They would then be
enabled to devote their whole energies to their pro-
per business ol carrying passengors and freigh,
aad there is vo resson why they should not do s
good business e the steamers, the ships, or the
e1press companies,,

8o long as the commotion in the financial
a% of the country wore the aspect of a
panic or a crisis, we ireated it as a panic,
or crisis. These terms imply sudden events
of ‘short duration. Three weeks ago,
these terms seemed to us applicable to the
then existing state of affairs. We bhad no
reason to believe but that the panic wonld
soon pass away. We saw the produce of
the West and of the South still in the
hands of the producers—we believed its
timely shipment would give the relief so
much desired—we saw the principal bank-
ing institutions of the South and West still
standing firmly-—we even saw some of the
most powerful banks at the North, though
evidently cramped, still bravely breasting
the storm, only awaiting the assistance of
the banks and the prodace of the South and
West to come forward in its due course,
andflift the weight which was so oppressive
—and we had no reason to think bat that
this process would take place, and that
the panic would be only a panic. We then
urged our banks here to stand firm—being
satisfied of their solvency, we were grati-
fied that they turned & deaf ear to the ap-
peal of the merchants here, to suspend.
We thought this appeal premature,
and hoped and trusted that such a
step could be avoided. Since then
however, the panic has lost its character.
If it is a panic now, it is chronie—and it
is next to impossible to tell at what time
we are really to have ¢ks crigis. The de-
rangement has become more and more gen-
eral nntil the whole South and West are
deeply and painfolly involved, and the
pavic and alarm, have grown to be a
fixed and settled pressure, pervading all
sections and all classes. We now see the
strongest banks in the Union in all parts
of the Union bending before the storm.
The banks of the "South and West that
have continued specie payment, have done
80 with fear and trembling, and have been
mainly employed in fortifying themselves
against the worst. Thus the produce, the
true relief, has been neglected, and we see
the cotton and grain and tobacco, &e., still
in the hands of the producer. Every day
bringe the news of further suspensions, and
the country is flooded with ancorrent mon-
ey—while gold and silver are at an enor-
mous premium. The notes of specie pay-
ing banks are all the rage. DBrokers and
speculators, who are moved by an utter
disregard of all interests save their own,
are flying through the country, by them-
selves and by agencies, buying up the notes
of those banks which still pay out coin—
they take those notes to the connters of
those banks, and having obtained the gold,
ship it to where it will bring them the pre-
mium. Every means of relief is lost sight
of, and the whole payment of specie is made
the basis of speculation and still farther
depression. By continued specie pay-
ments a few, the broker, the speculator
and the rich who have retired from active
business on large fortunes, are beneﬁuvd.;
but the great mass of business men and
poor men, whose all of eapital and credit
depends npon a ready éxchange and a few
dollars, are left to die by the way side.
The poor man’s few sacks of grain are left
to the weavil and the mould, his few bales
of cotton to the damps and mildews of the
ware-house, while the rich on fast horses,
booted and spurred, over-ride them and the
country. It is in this state of things that
we now. appland the suspension of our city
banks. We consider it best for the peo-
ple, the farmer, the merchant, the mechan-
ic, that this should be the case. Our banks,
by this course, put themselves ina condi-
tion to benefit the community at large—to
furnish discounts, and exchange, to apply
whatever means they may have to the re
lief and nothing but the relief of the peo-
ple. If they are solvent and honest, they
will do it.

To us it appears the acme of folly to in-
dulge lengthy diatribes about the abstract
question of the poliecy of banking—to de-
liver soporific homilies on bank morality—
and to cut and slash banks, bankers and
bank directories, charging upon them all
the ills with which the country is afflicted.
Suppose the whole system of banking is
wrong, in theory and practice—that the
whole race of baukers are a set of shavers,
specalators, shylocks, and suppose these
facts all absolutely proven to the country;
that is a lesson for the future. It gives no
aid or comfort in present, actual, substan-
tive distresses. We have facts to deal
with, not theories—it is not the time for
speculution, but for action. He who is in
peril thinks not so much of the manner or
cause of his adventure, as the means of o8-
cape. If banks are really bad institutions,
let us steer clear of them hereafter, and we
can afford to discuss the question here-
after; but if we are rational, let us, while
accepting the teaching it affords, bestow
some thought on the meaus of overcoming
the calamity. If, in our voyage, we have
encountered whirlpools—if our ship has
proved unseaworthy and our liyes are in
danger, let as first make for the port, in-
stead of going down with curses of the ves-
sel upon our lips; let us consider of & new
woidel, when we are safe and have need of
auother vessel,

We koow very well that aulimited sas-
pension of specic payments by the Baunks,
both us 30 number and time, is hazardous,
and is only justified by the sternest neces-
sity. It is liable to the greatest abuses,
and iu eome instances, may enable irres-
ponsible banks to realize large profits from
a parely fictitions capital, and even with-
out eapital, upon & mere credit, which at

| have no hesitation in saying that it ought |

to go down, that all power of furtber evil
should be taken from it, at once and for-
ever, Many of the banks which have al-
ready suspended, have voluntarily made
statements of their condition. - Let all
others do the same thing, and if the Legis-
lature is not. satisfied, let it adopt snch
measures as will disclose the true eondition
of all the banks of the State, at the mo-
ment they propose to suspend, and then le-
galize such as will contribate to the public
good. In our judgment some such course
could and should be adopted. This is the
dictate, as well of common sense as of com-
mon prudence. The assets of banks are
like those of the farmer or mechanic; the
one has bills and notes, &e.,—the other
has lands, or tools, and crops, or wares—
all of sufficient value to pay the debts of
the holder or owner when sold. But while
they remain unsold and unrealized, they are,
in a measure worthless. The same princi-
ple, or policy which precipitate banks, un-
der such circumstances, into hopeless bank-
ruptey, would take the horses, cattle and
crops from the farmer, and the tools and
ready made wares from the mechanie, and
put them under the Sheriff’s hammer—in
the one case without investigation, in the
other withont jndgment.

The Bank of Temnessee.

The demands opon oor columns have
prevented us from publishing the Report of
the President of the Bank of Tennessee,
laid before the Legislature Friday, giving
the reasons which prompted the Board of
Directors to determine upon a suspension
of specie payments.

The upeettled state and great uncertainty
ss regards the future of financial matiers, deters
tho packers from making any costracta, and leads
to a disposition on their part to bold off for the
purpose of being able to witness unembareassed
the result of this ficancial crigsis. The corn erop
ia now matured und may be cousidercd the best in
quality, snd the largest in quantity ever raised in
tha country, by say iwenty-five per cent., and the
indicstions are quite couclusive that it will rule at
extraordinary low prices, thus renderiog the feed-
ing of itw hogs, even though they should rule at
§4 50 per ewt. net, the most profituble disposition
which can be made of it, and this must lead to &
lurge supply of pork.”

§F Desputches received at Wasbiogton from
Commodore Armstrong, dated SBhanghae, July 15,
state that the Chinene and Portogese had bad an
engagement at Ningpo, which resalted in favor of
the former, who destroyed the Portuguese vessels,
but committed no further outrage on other foreign
shipping.
